Scribbles  &  Symbols  &  Love 
Can  Open  New  Doors 


I  have  worked  at  the  Potrero 
Hill  Social  Development  Center 
'for  a  year,  a  short  time  compared 
to  the  years  of  neglect  for  many  of 
the  students. 

Limited  services,  lack  of  sen- 
sorial and  visual  stimulation, 
lack  of  affection  all  contribute  to 
the  difficulties  in  learning  we 
experience  here. 

Many  parents,  caretakers,  and 
interested  parties  believe  that, 
if  you  can't  teach  a  person  to  read, 
you  are  on  the  wrong  track.  ,Many 
don't  understand  that  with  these 
adults  there  must  be  some  impor- 
tant groundwork  laid. 

One  of  the  most  important 
things  we  do  in  our  class  is 
scribble.    Yes,  along  with  learn- 
ing to  sew  leather,  work  with  clay 
and  other  materials,  we  do  a  lot 
of  drawing.    In  this  group,  much 
of  the  art  resembles  the  work  of 
small  children  (typical  of  adults 
with  learning  disorders). 

A  student  may  feel  strongly  in 
certain  ways  and  be  unable  to  ex- 
press it  due  to  lack  of  adequate 
speech,  or  inhibition.  Through 
creative  arts  there  may  be  a  fun- 
damental change  in  communicative 
skills.    What  was  a  withdrawn-im- 
mobile  expression  may  turn  into  a 
wild  fury  on  paper,  or  into  repeti- 
tious, soothing  symbols  full  of  the 
rich  contents  of  an  inner  world. 
Studies  show  that  scribbling  is  a 
very  directed  attempt  at  organ- 
izing the  environment.    Art  is  an 
excellent  means  of  aiding  in  the 
assessment  of  where  each  indi- 
vidual is  in  his  development. 


Mrs,  Rhoda  Kellogg,  the  ori- 
ginator of  the  concept  that  child- 
ren's art  and  learning  language 
symbols  are  directly  connected, 
points  out,  "A  child's  existing 
knowledge  of  symbols  could  be  the 
basis  for  timing  the  introduction 
of  language  symbols.  "  She  goes 
on  to  add  that  it  is  important  to 
individualize  the  teaching  of  lan- 
guage and  not  doing  so  has  greatly 
contributed  to  the  failing  of  teach- 
ing language  in  public  schools. 

At  our  school,  it  is  most  impor- 
tant to  individualize  teaching  meth- 
ods.   Much  of  being  successful 
involves  simply  being  there,  caring, 
and  waiting.    We  must  help  them  to 
feel  safe  and  comfortable  enought 
to  venture  outside  their  inhibiting 
but  safe  boundaries.    Each  person 
at  his  own  speed. 

LiOis  is  a  43-year-old  mongoloid 
woman.    She  is  quiet  and  we  might 
find  her  standing  by  the  wall  in  the 
lounge  hopping  on  one  foot  by  her- 
self.   One  of  the  other  women  may 
come  up  and  be  her  spokeswoman 
if  you  approach  her.    Because  of 
her  shyness^  L/Ois  accepts  this. 

In  the  art  class  Lois'  story  is 
quite  different.    Her  colorful  geo- 
metric shapes  and  pictures  of  people 
with  detailed  faces,  and  fingernails 
and  other  items,  indicate  more  abil- 
'ity  than  had  been  suspected  of  her 
since  she  came  to  the  center  three 
years  ago.    Her  willingness  to  open 
up  and  show  her  feelings  has  also 
increased.    She  can  sometimes 
come  across  as  a  very  proud  lady 

Yolanda  is  a  young,  pretty  Latin

Is  Grassroots  Journalism 
Dead  or  Alive? 


In  August  the  Potrero  View  will 
be  4  years  old.  . .  a  fact  that  aston- 
ishes old-time  journalists  and  com- 
mercial San  Francisco  newspaper 
publishers. 

The  View's  main  source  of  finan- 
cing has  been  through  loyal  adver- 
tising by  the  Hill's  local  merchants. 
However,  the  stall  continues  to 
dig  into  its  own  pockets  from  time 
to  time  to  meet  the  rising  cost  of 
publishing  the  paper^    Now  the 
staff  is  appealing  to  VIEW  readers 
for  financial  support. 

The  cost  of  publishing  a  four- 
page  issue  is  approximately  $95; 
an  eight-page  edition  costs  about 
$170.    Additionally,  each  picture 
that  is  printed  costs  $5.    In  addi- 
tion to  winning  readership  that 
spans  the  City,  the  VIEW  has 
gained  recognition  from  the  Jour- 
nalism Department  at  California 
State  University,  San  Francisco. 
Students  have  been  assigned  to 
observe  and  work  with  the  VIEW 
for  school  credits. 

The  San  Francisco  Art  Com- 
mission singled  out  the  VIEW  as 
containing  the  only  neighborhood 
art  colony  page,  listing  activities 


as  well  as  reviews,  and  feature 
articles  on  artists. 

The  VIEW  staff  feels  the  paper's 
success  makes  it  an  attractive 
advertising  outlet  for  local  busi- 
nesses.   Because  the  paper  serves 
Potrero  HUl  in  particular,  neigh- 
borhood merchants  can  reach 
exactly  the  audience  they  want  by 
placing  ads  in  the  VIEW. 

Because  of  our  firm  desire  to 
offer  the  VIEW  free,  we  regret 
that  we  must  cut  back  on  subscrip- 
tions.   However,  in  addition  to 
seeking  more  advertisers,  the 
VIEW  is  encouraging  its  readers 
to  make  outright  donations. 

The  VIEW  staff  provides  all 
production  work  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  and  is  seeking  additional 
staffing,  for  our  regular  "old 
hands"  are  getting  tired.

Manpower  Alliance  Rebuts 


Dear  Editor: 

Ms,  Marina  de  La  Vigna  re- 
sponded to  the  article  about  the 
"Manpower  Alliance  States 
Goals.  "  and  h/>w  blacks  should 
not,  in  essence,  compladn  about 
their  lack  of  economic  develop- 
ment.   She  stated  that  immigrants 
have  very  special  problems  when 
arriving  in  America. 

Let  me  suggest  she  do  the  fol- 
lowing research  and  then  contact 
me  personally  to  discuss  common 
goals  and  common  and  viable,  as 
well  as  realistic,  alternatives 
and  solutions. 

1.  I  do  not  doubt  that  the  immi- 
grant has  problems  and  that  those 
problems  stem  from  a  position  of 
racism  and  classism;  however, 
how  many  Africans  are  even 
allowed  to  come  to  America  if 
they  are  not  here  to  attend 
college  ? 

2.  We  can't  send  for  our  an- 
cestors; you  enjoy  the  privilege 
because  coloniadism  and  slavery 
did  not  break  your  family  linkage. 

3.  It  is  ironic  and  disturbing 
that  you  state  that  the  Post  Office 
and  other  governmsnt  agencies

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bend  over  to  hire  blacks;  the 
issue,  therefore,  is  why  is  this 
policy  a  governmental  practice, 
or  upon  what  premise  have  you 
concluded  this  to  be  the  actual 
case?    Let  me  cite  this  to  you: 
Many  blacks  who  work  at  the  Post 
Office  have  Master,  Bachelor  and 
other  degrees;  to  pass  a  majority 
of  the  Post  Office  tests,  therefore, 
was  not  difficult.    The  reason 
why  a  large  group  of  black  intel- 
lects work  for  the  government, 
as  you  put  it,  is  because  they  are 
not  allowed  to  use  their  education, 
based  upon  racism. 

Whites  with  high  academic 
degrees  work  for  the  government 
as  well,  however  this  is  not  be - 
ca  use  of  racism. 

4.  When  blacks  talk  about 
economic  development  or  orga- 
nizing, non-blacks  assumed  they 
are  radicad  rather  t^an  intellectual; 
it  is  the  practice  of  this  society 

to  state  disadvantage  and  deprived 
to  mitigate  black  intellectualism. 

5,  In  concluding,  I  challenge 
you  to  research  with  me  the  fol- 
lowing: 

A.  The  lack  of  economic 
growth  for  blacks  given  slavery, 
hangings  and  racism  as  opposed 
to  immigration  into  an  economic 
system  already  functioning. 

B.  Were  civil  rights 
legislators -politicians  and  pov- 
erty programs  synonomous  with 
the  carpetbaggers  and  scalawags 
in  the  reconstruction  era  follow- 
ing the  Civil  War    In  essence, 
who  profited'-whites  or  blacks-- 
aiter  ten  years  of  civil  rightsism? 

C.  The  role  of  the  church 
as  an  economic,  social  and  polit- 
ical base  for  blacks,  whites  and 
third- worlders.  Let  us  see  if 
every  church  is  in  fact  integrated 
in  San  Francisco;  in  the  last  ten

locations  on  the  hill.    The  first 
garrison  of  between  250  and  300 
would  be  deployed  into  some  9  0 
stucco  bunkers  at  20th  and  Caro- 
lina Streets,  and  would  be  named 
"Victoria    Mews",  .  .  seriously. 
Garrison   personnel   would  ap- 
parently be  known  as  mewses. 
Construction  of  this  and  other 
subsequent  bunker  systems  would 
be  quite  light  for  summer  weath- 
er and  to  save  time  and  motiey  in 
this  era  of  escalated  material 
costs;  but,  at  the  same  time, 
that  badly  needed  cosmopolitan 
sophistication  effect  would  be 
preserved  by  maintciining  high 
rents. 

A  mentally  invigorating  by- 
product of  this  is  that  local  rent- 
ers would  look  on  smartly  as 
their  rents  eventually  rose  high- 
er and  higher;  that  elusive 
sense  of  social  standing  found  in 
high  rent  areas  having  been  gain- 
ed.   Not  to  be  out -sophisticated, 
home  owners  would  also  benefit 
as  their  property  values  rose 
about  as  fast  as  their  taxes. 


Inspiration  from  the  very  heart 
of  the  city  shaped  this  next,  and 
perhaps  the  most  daringly  differ- 
ent part  of  the  plan  to  protect 
Potrero  Hill  from  itself.    A  large 
fleet  of  150-200  high  powered  V-8 
automobiles  would  be  kept  beneath 
the  bunkers  for  the  impressive 
"Monster  Pageants"  -  staged

twice  each  weekday  in  the  streets 
of  Potrero  Hill.    The  highlight  in 
this  never -before  street  theater 
would  be  an  early  morning  en 
masse  charge  by  most  of  the  gar- 
rison vehicle  fleet  from  the  under- 
ground garage  directly  into  the 
couple  streets  immediately  sur- 
rounding Potrero  Hill  Junior  High 
School.
